It is also to be noted that no information Con- 
cerning his activity in the Communist Parity has been reported 
since the late 1940*8 exoept that one BOB /KAUFMAN, a former 
seaman, had been expelled from the Communist Party sometime 
in 1951* It is also to be noted that much of the information 
reported on BOB KAUFMAN o anno t be positively identified as 
referring to the subject.
